3Ir.''D8fot, tKo discovo'ror of tho rich 
iireak in Ciissiar district bearing liia name, 
arrivcil horo jior atenuiur Otter on Wod- 
deaday last. Ho states tliat lie found gold 
there ojj tho 24th of Juno last and that it 
was just a inontli later wlion ho coumionc- 
ed to work his claim, which is situated 
about a mile from tho mouth of tho crook. 
Tlio creok, whicli rises iu the mountains 
aud empties into Caiion Creok, is nearly 
two anil a-half miles in length and all 
available ground for claims lias beon stak- 
ed off. Canyon Crook empties into Deaso 
Hivor, Dofot Creek is shallow and has an 
ATorage widtli of from 20 to 25 feet. Since 
the date of its discovery it is estimated 
claims have paid 3 oz. to the hand per 
day. Tho largest nugget taken out weigh- 
ed 22 J oz. ; many others of less weight have 
also boon found. Mr. Defot is a young 
and intelligent Pronoli- Canadian, born 
within 40 miles of Montreal. Ho has 
beon in Cassiar one year .md a-half and 
camo to this Provinco two years since. 
He believes that tho diggings on tiio creok 
will pay well for another season at least 
and iurmisos that at ono time during tho 
season just concluded £00 men found ro- 
muiicrativo employment there. JMossrs. 
Lynch and Grant and Calbreath have 
opened general stores there, Flour was 
worth 25c. ; beans 30c. ; sugar 40c. ; bacon 
45o. ; fresh meat 30 @ 35c. per lb. Mr. 
Defot loft tho creek on tho 27th iilt., when 
there were 18 inches of snow on the 
ground and tho crook was frozen over. 
.Defot Creek is distant from Thibert about 
18 milos, whilst Vowell Crook is 10 miles 
eouth of Defot. Gold from tho latter 
locality has been purchased in this city at 
■91C.C0 per ounce, but in Cassiar it is 
•valued at ?17 per ounce. It is reported 
that in one diiy Welch & Co., who have 
rich ground on the creok, took out 58 
ounces, Mr. Defot, who has every con- 
fidence in the section of tho country dis- 
covered by liiin, intoncia to return to his 
claim next spring and expects to bo able 
to put in four months' work during tho 
season.

— Tho steamer Da- 
kota sailed from Esquimalt at noon yes- 
terday for San Francisco with 36 passen- 
gtia/ ^31,000 in treasure and a small 
qiiiuitity of niiscellaneoua freight. . 



Lectixe^n '^aslca; 

The Right Rev. Bishop Scghers, Ro- 
man Catholic Bishop of Vancouver Island, 
delivered a highly interesting lecture at 
Theatre Royal last niglit on liis travels 
and researches in Alaska territorj'. There 
was a largo and attentive audience pre- 
sent, and tho proceeds of the lecture were 
devoted to the Orphans of the Sisters of 
St. Ann's Convent, Humboldt street. The 
reverend lecturer was introduced to tho 
audience by Mayor Finlayson, who re- 
marked that 35 years ago Vancouver 
Island was in almost a similar condition 
to that of Alaska at tho present day. 

The Right Rev. Bishop was received 
with loud applause. He said that ho did 
not presume to be an able lectmror and 
had felt some diflidenco when asked by 
several citizoiis to describe to an audience 
his oxperienco in the far north territory 
of Alaska. It might bo asked why he 
went there and he would state it was be- 
cause tho jurisdiction of Vancouver 
Island extended tiiither. It Wiis there- 
fore his duty to visit that country. 
Apart from this lie had long had a desire 
to see tho people and gather all informa- 
tion possiblu as to their manners and 
habits. It was in Juno 1877 therefore 
that ho loft Nanaimo in ccimpany with 
Father Mandart for Ounalaska. lie then 
explained to Ida hearers the cliuiato of the 
Aleutian Islands and told them that in 
the winter snow fell to a depth of 24 foet 
and that tunnels had to be rini to enable 
natives to obtain egress from their liouse.'^. 
Tho aspect of tho country was volcanic 
and earthquakes were of frequent occur- 
rence. Tho shocks, which sometimes 
happened four tunes a day, were not, how- 
ever, of a serious character. Having visit- 
ed Kodiac he left for the Seal Islands — 
two in number— St. Paul's and St. 
George's, in Behring Sea. These islands, 
the reverend gentleman explained, aro 
constantly wra[)ped in a dense fog and 
thus, allbrding no shelter for vessels, be- 
come the place of habitation of myriads 
of seals and sea lions. At one time the 
number of seals fi-equcnting St. Paul's 
was estim.-itod at many millions. Their 
howling, which could bo heard at a dis- 
tance of two miles, resembled the roaring 
of tho sea. Leaving tho Seal Islands the 
reverend lecturer proceeded to St. Mieh- 
aol'a Island, wliich in places is soparated 
only a very short distance from the main- 
land. On arrival there he found that the 
Yukon river steamer had left three da3'3 
before. He therefore resolved to travel 
overland to Nowlatto, GOO miles in tho in- 
terior, to visit native tribes in that vicinity 
durini' tho winter months. Having des- 
cribou in a graphic and interesting nian- 
mor the liaroahips encountered in travell- 
ing, and tho inconronienco and torture 
experienced from swarms of mosquitoes, 
the lecturer proceeded to give an account 
of tho mighty river Yukon, which ho said 
is 15 miles wide 800 miles from its mouth, 
studded with islands of considerable area, 
and has navigation capacity sufticieiit to 
admit the Great Eastern. Whilst at its 
mouth it is shallow, at Russian Mission 
it has a depth of no less than 210 feet. 
Ho then spoke of tho discomfort attend- 
ant on shortness of provisions, and said 
that for many daj's the chief diet 
of tho little party was dried salmon 
with slapjacks its an occasional luxuiy. 
Tho party reached Newlatto on tho last 
day of July, 1877, and Bishop Seghers 
for some time devoted his attention to ac- 
quiring a knowledge of a Ru.saian jargon, 
easy to learn, far moro so than tho sever- 
al Indian languages and answering tho or- 
dinary piu'poses of tho country. On tlie 
last day of September huge cakes of ice 
began to form on the Yukon, and on the 
10th Oct. the surface of tho great river 
was ono mass of ice blocks. After giving a 
vciy interesting description of tra- 
vel on the ice with sleighs drawn by 
dogs, whoso instinct is marvellous, the 
lecturer took hianie.arers with him to Kio- 
kook rivor, tho Indians of which locality 
were described as most unruly. Ho then 
referred to the murder of Lieut. Barnard, 
an English ofliccr who went in search of 
Sir John Franklin. He also referred to 
tho diiloronco in tho characteristic traits 
of coast and interior Indians, and gave 
a ludicrous account of his experience on 
the huge snow-shoes jioculiar to the In- 
dians of Oolakook. Having depicted tho 
strange conduct of a native doctor and 
tho voracity of sleigh dogs if deprived of 
their regular evening meal— a dog under 
those circumstances once having devoured 
his pocket handkerchief accidently drop- 
pod — tho lecturer next alluded to tho 
intense coldness of tho weather at St. 
Michael's, where the thermometer st.ands 
in the winter at 52 degrees below 
zero. In this dreadfully cold country 
tho most boneCoial beverage is hot 
tea and tho use of spirituous liquors is 
deemed most injudicious. The reverend 
gentleman then described the interior of 
a native house, the method of heating tho 
same and tlie terrible force and velocity of 
the north wind. He also briefly referred 
to tho idolatry of Indians on tho Yukon, 
wliosc worship reminds one of the devo- 
tion of the firo worshippers. Having 
thus entertained the audience for over an 
hour Bishop Seghei-s .said ho would retire 
for a few minutes and take the liberty of 
calling on Mr. Hy. Short for a song. 

Mr. Short was warmly applauded as he 
approached the footliglit.s. He rendered 
a song in admirable voice and in resjionsc 
to tho call of tho audionco gave "Tho 
Minstrel Boy." 

On the return of Bishop Seghers he ap- 
peared costumed in deer skin coat, hood 
and bools. Ho explained that this 
is tho usual attire of Alaskans 
tho boots containing straw to protect the 
feet from cold and tlie hood forming a' 
most necoasary protection from tho north 
wind. In the winter months, instead of 
ono suit, two aro frequently worn, and 
thus by briskly moving about circulation 
of tho blood is kept up. He tlion do- 
«:ribod to the audience the breaking up of 
tho ice in tho Yukon and concluded a 
most interesting lecture by giving ex- 
amples of the singing and dancing as per- 
f 01 mod by the natives, the mimicry of 
the dancing of a native woman boiag par- 
ticularly laughable. Nearly all of tlio 
songs given were "gongs without words" 
and on that account somewhat ludicrous. 
In conclusion Bishop Seghers thanked the 
audionco for their attendance and assi'st- 
anco rendered to tho orphanage.

Tlio plan adopted hy Secretary Evarts 
to invito American Consuls abroad to 
gather in facts in regard to hhot and pro- 
ductions in countries which Consuls re- 
spectively reside, is the means of placing 
much intelligence before tho people. Mr. 
David Eckstieu, formerly U. S. Consul 
at Victoria, now acting in the same capa- 
city at Amsterdam, has communicated 
to tliu Depaj'tmont at Washington nomo 
iiitoreHting information in vogam to labor 
anil wages in Holland. His fact's are not 
of a character to induce a large immigra- 
tion from tho United States to that coun- 
try. Mr. Eckatoin states that farm lab- 
orers, when hired by the year, aro paid 
froni .^0 to $00 with board, It is also the 
custom to give each laborer two suits of 
common clothing each year. Farm lab- 
orers, when hired by tho day, command 
fifty cents in harvest and other busy times. 
In tho nurseries iu the vicinity of Haarlem, 
moro or less .skilled workmen receive 
82.00 a week for nine months in tho year 
and ^2. 'JO a week for three months. Fe- 
male servants receive from $20 to §C0 a 
year. Tho lower rate of servants are those 
who live in their owii houses, whose duties 
aro considered to end about four p.m. 
Diamond cutters command high wages — 
from 840 to §80 per week. Carpenters, 
masons, painters and other mechanics earn 
from seventy-five to twenty-five cents per 
day. Shoemakers doing fine work somo- 
tinics earns $Q a week; those doing tho 
moro common work ■ earn from $2.40 to 
.$3.00. The Tumiber of hours in a day's 
vrork is never less than twelve, and some- 
times moro.

London", Oct. 8. — A telegram from 
Constantinople .says the Russian Coin- 
inissioner for llouuielia has made tho 
statement that tho Russian authorities 
Avill .administer,.tiie govern^ of; that 
province in accordance \nth the treaty 
of San Stefauo and not in accordance 
with that of Berlin.

LoxDOJf, Oct, 8, — A Vienna corres- 
pondent writes that consternation has 
been produced in Count Andras.sy's 
camp and considerable irritation in tho 
public mind by the Turkish circular re- 
questing tho Powers to compel Austria 
to conform to the declaration of her 
plenipotentiaries at the Berlin cougres.s. 
( 'on nt .'VudniBsy last week a.ssurcd the 
Hungarian premier that tho conclusion 
of the convention with Turkey was re- 
garded as a moral certainty. Its fail- 
ure is likely to havo a groat iullucnco 
on tho Hungarian crisis. There is an 
impression in Hungary that Austria is 
in danger of drifting into war with 
Turkey. Hence tho anxiety to prevent 
operations against Novi Bazar. 

A correspondent friendly to Andras- 
sy resents and repels the Turkish 
charge that the Austrian troops liavo 
done their work with needless severity 
and cruelty, and says such charges are 
not in keeping with the Porto's profes- 
sion of anxiety to maintain relations of 
friendship and alliance,

Sir John A. Macdonald's Spooch on 
Hr. DoOosmos' Motion. 

It'iom Haiisini, March Si, 1STU.| 

Sir John'Miicdonald had no doubt the 
hon, member who moved tho motion was 
actuated hy the most jiatriotic miitive, but 
ho (Sir John) thought he was unwise and 
was not acting in the interest of his own 
Province or the construction of the Cana- 
da Pacific Railwaj- in pressing the motion 
in amenchnent to that moving tho House 
into Oonilnitteo of Sui>ply,' Ho agreed 
with the exceedingly sensible remarks of 
tho hon. member for North York, that the 
construction of the railway was no hnigcr 
an open question. It was a i>ortion of 
our constitution. British Columbia com- 
posed part of tho Dominion of Canada, 
and the agreoniont made with it could not 
bo sot aside. ~ Ho atos glad to find froni 
the remarks of the hon. gentleman that a 
senso of that obligation existed with eveiy 
moinber of the Hoii.so, witli a single e.v- 
coption — tho hon. moniber for lialifa.\. 
Somo hon. gentlemen said tho road should 
not ho built if it necessitated the undue 
taxation of the peoiilo ; but they recogniz- 
ed it as a necessity ; and if it were m^t, as 
a matter of constitutional princii)le, it 
must be constructed. It remained for tho 
hon. member for Halifax to cast tho first 
stain upon the honor of Canada. For 
thirty years or moro he (Sir John jNhic- 
donald) had been a member of tho Parlia- 
ment of Canada, and except from tho lips 
of tho hon. member for Halifax ho liad 
never lieard repudiation recommended. 
(Cheers.) He thought tho mover of the 
resolution had assumed a great re3[)onsi- 
bility in pressing it and refusing to with- 
draw it, notwithstanding that one hon. 
member after aiiotlior from his I'ruviiice, 
and as much interested in British Colum- 
bia 113 lie was, liad asked him to do so. 
Upon tho hon gontlemaii would fall the 
blame of tho heavy adverse vote. If ho 
would only look at the papers laid boforo 
tho House ho would see that tho Govern- 
ment st.ated, as a ground for the abanddii- 
ment of tho construction of the road from 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo, tho fact that the 
.Senate had thrown out tho bill, and the 
vote ho would now provoke would be 
tiuoted against British Columbia. He 
thought the question ought to liave been 
brought up on its own merits and ought 
to havo beon postponed until after tho 
Government liad had an opportunity of 
expressing thoir views on the present sit- 
uation of tho road, and the jirogress which 
it was proposed to make in the immediate 
future. While ho said this ho would also 
say that tho faith of the country ' was 
pledged to build the road, and while ho 
was a member of tho Parliament of Cana- 
da it would bo his duty and pleasure to 
press upon the Government on all conven- 
ient occasions tho necessity of carrying 
out this obligation and fullilling this pre- 
mise. Whether it was provident or im- 
provident, no arrangement can now bo rc- 
piidiatcd or rejected. Ho had looked at 
the resolution with a view of seeing whe- 
ther he w.as forced to vote for it, because 
ho thought tho hon. gentloinan had jilaccd 
thorn in such a position that he had de- 
prived hiiuaulf of all sympathy by putting 
an immature motion before thcyu. The 
hon. gentleman, had acted in this matter 
entirely on liis" own responsibility and 
most unadvisedly. Ho (Sir .Tohn Jlac- 
doiiald) said he had looked at the motion 
and he found ho could not vote for it, .and 
he would not vote for it. What did the 
resolution say ] After reciting tliat por- 
tion of the original agreement which re- 
lated to tho railway, it "said " tliat ' owing 
to divers causes the construction of the 
said railway was not commenced in Brit- 
isli Columbia at tho time agreed upon, 
nor has it been commenced since ;" and 
without stating what the causes were, con- 
cluded with the illogical consequence that, 
" therefore this House is of opinion that 
tho Government should forthwith prompt- 
ly commence and vigorously and continu- 
ously proceed with tho construction of thu 
road." Now tho causes of the work not 
having been cominoncod were jiatcnt. 
They wore stated in papers that were be- 
fore tho House. In the report of tho 17th 
of March, 1870, tho Govemmcnt stated 
that they were not even yet in a position 
to determine the location of tho road, and 
therefore they wore not in a po.sition to 
construct tho road. They could not, 
thoreforo, agree with tho conclusion of 
tho motion that therefore the road must 
bo promptly ])roccoded with. But there 
was a moro substantial objection from his 
(Sir J^ohn's) point, of- view,.- which was 
stivte«rs'6 frankly by the member for North 
York, viz: that it was not a merely con- 
ditional arrangement, it was a partnership 
by which British Columbia became a part 
of tho Dominion. British Columbia was 
pledged to tho construction of the 
railway as much as tho rest of Canada was 
pledged to British Columbia. Tho rail- 
way was not to bo for tho benefit of Brit- 
"ah Columbia alone, it was to be for the 
common benutit; aud if it had not been 
for the connnon benefit it would not have 
been made. The arrangement would not 
have been mado for tho bonctit of British 
Columbia alouo. Tho people of Canada 
and the Jaill&iattul ivj.r^snisjd that the 
Dominion would be in an unfinished state 
with British Columbia standing apart, and 
unless the Dominion oxlended from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. It was clearly in 
a spirit of perfect equality that tho i)in't- 
nersliip was entered into. It was not en- 
tered into for the sake of Briti.sh Colum- 
bia only, nor for tlie sake of siiending 
money in British Columbia; but the agree- 
ment to construct tho railway v,-as made 
for tho purpose of rendering real a part 
norship which was niercl}' ono on paper. 
In tho articles of that agreciiieiit it was 
provided, as set out in the resolution that 
the road should bo constructed in British 
Columbia, but it was also provided that 
it should be constructed in the other part 
of tho Dominion, and that it should be 
commenced at the eastern and at tho west- 
ern extremities at tho samo time, the ob- 
ject thus being avowed that it was not in- 
tended that tho union should be one sim- 
ply for tho building of . a road through 
British Oolumbiii or of -'givinig British 
Columbia connection over the Rooky 
Mountains with tho Doinini.on of Canada, 
but ono for the nmtual lieiiefit of tho two 
countries. Now what docs this proposi- 
tion mean? It st.ated, he was going to 
say in the most selfish spirit, that the 
Govcrnniont should promptly commence 
and vigorously an.d,ppntinuou8lyprosecute 
the work of the actual construction of the 
said railway within British Columbia in 
accordance with tho solemn pledges. Ho, 
a representative of Ontario and the other 
membors of this House coming from tho 
other Provinces, were called upon to vote 
for a resolution calling upon the Govern- 
ment, ordering the Government, in . fact' 
enjoining tho Government to commence 
and vigorously prosecute the construction 
of tho road through British Columbia 
without any reference to any other por- 
tion of the road in any other portion of 
tho Dominion. The language of the res- 
olution justified to a gi'oat do.grce the 
.language in the dispatc^i, in which allu- 
sion was made to a spirit on tho part of 
British Columbia of ignoring tho general 
welfare. This resolution was utterly re- 
gardless of the great Northwest. How 
could any hon. moinber coming from .my 



other Province in the Dominion justify 
liiiiLself in voting for calling upon..<;the 
Government to build a road inBrit&h 
Columbia while the whole of the zemain-' 
dor of tho country was to be disregarded i 
in tho matter? Upon that ground alone 
ho (Sir .John) would vote against tho mo- 
tion. The hon. gentleman might perhaps 
have prepared a resolution which he 
would have been forced to vote for. Ho 
was glad that under tho circumstances 
the motion was so dmwn that ho was able 
to vote .against it. He voted precisely 
and exclusively upon tho two grounds:
